Fata Arrray.—We find 
the following particulars of a shooting 
affair, with w fatal termination, in the 
Shasta Cal. Courier of October 14th: 

A few months ago we published an 
account of the death of sh Hudson 
and four children, who perished in the 
flames of a burning building at Shingle- 
town, in this county. The busband of 
the woman and father of the chilldren 
appears to be but little affected by the 
appalling manner of their death, and 
since that time has conducted himself 
in a style that plainly showed him to 
be devoid of ail vege for himself or 
the memory of the dead. On Saturday 
last this man ended bis career under 
the following circumstances: On Fri- 
day Hudson and one Frank Martin 
were engaged in playing cards in the 
bar-room of the Millville Hotel, and in 
the course of the game Hudson accused 
Martin of ch ating, and said he had 
swindled him out of $250. Martin de- 
nied that he had cheated, and remarked 
thut any man who said he did was a 
“d—d liar.” Hudson then left the 
bcuse. On the following day Hudson 


drank considerable liquor and tried to 


burrow a pistol, saying he had been 
imposed upon and would not stand 
such theatment. He was refused « 
weapon, but finally he and one of his 
friends forcibly took a pistol from a 
man named Glasscook. Shortly after 
obtuining possessi n of the pistel Hud- 
sou approached Martin, who was 
standing just ontside the hotel door, 
and pres noting the pist.l within few 
feet of hia breast ordered him to take 
back what he had said. Martin imme- 
d.a'ely rushed upon Hudson and 
caught him around the neck, drawing 
his head down on his breast. After 
considerable scuffing Hudson 
raised his pistol above his head and 
fird downward, with the evident ivten- 
tion of shooting Martin, but the ball 
entered his own head on the right side, 
and piercing the brain, lodged fn the 
base of the skull on the left side. Be- 


fore piesing his head the ball cut off 


the thumb of Hudson’s left hand, be- 
sides grazing one of Martin’s arms. 
Hudson lived until Monday morning, 
when he expied, the victim of his own 
rashuess and cvil habits.

mail and even to abandon it, which it is 
charged is frequently done in the moun- 
tain district.
